wa* sent to Flnrenee on a confldenllal 
nilvsixn of the highest Importance In 
ItHH.

Ntoir il would b* aplaadid discip- 
lln* to let th* children aak tor a few 
things once in a while. This gives 
them a sense of obllRatlon to mo- 
ther because she has done a favor, 
and nearly always a well-mannered 
oMM win say "thank yon" tor aome- 
thteg wMeh he himaelt has request- 
ed.

But If the clothes are 
mended and tucked away In her bu- 
reau or closet always, she will take 
the blessing of mended clothes as a 
matter of course. Naturally we are 
not grateful to a marked degree for 
things that we get on schedule. But 
let something ko w toiik at the elec- 
tric light plant and we fuss about 
using candlea aad exclaim, 'Tin cer- 
tainly thankful they have the wires 
fixed," when once more the power is 
restored. 

So if you feel that the children 
are showing ingratitude do not blame 
them; look for the trouble in the 
training system.
